Organization and functions of offices of chief or 
inspector general of several oombutant arms. 


The office of Inspector General of the Army wes 
created Jan. 32,1923 by Presidential decree. The post of the 
Inspector Gen:ral corresponds to that of the"General of the 
Armies" in the United States Army. The incunbent has the 
rank of Major General. 


The Inspector General depends directly and immediate-. 
ly on the Minister of War, whom he will assist in the direotion, 
supervision and instruction of the Army. 


The Inspector General exercises his functions 
thrcugh a Secretary's office in thet which relatzs to orders, 
instruction and inspection, and through the General Staff of 
the Army in those matters for the preparation for war. Both 
of these depend direatly on the Inspeotor General. 


Binding Margin. 


The Director of the Aeronautical Service of the 
Army, and the Director of Troops and Services of Commun ica- 
tions depend direotly on the Inspector General. 


The Divisions (5) of the Army, the School of Fire, 
Cavalry Sohool, Military College, and Sokool for non-ocomnission- 
ed officers, depend direotly on the Inspector General in that 
which pertains to instruction, inspeotion and preparation for 
War, and for emergenoy dispiplinary measures. 


The services also derend on the Inspector General 
regarding their preparation for war. 


The duties and attributes of the Inspector General 
are: 


f Is the Commander-in-Chie? of the mobilized army. 

He recommends to the Minister of War the commanding 
Benerals, and of the units in case of mobilization. 
(0) He inspects directly, or through an officer whom he 

may designate, units, services and institutions list-— 
ed above. 

(ad) He supervises instruction of unite, Olassifying and 
interpreting tactical regulations, especially pertain- 
ing to ocmbat, in order to obtain uniformity in the 
instruction of troops. 

(e) He directs manoeuvres when there is more than one 

division. 


(f) He draws up tactical regulations and exercises, and 


plans of instruction.

Art.2° All infractors of recruitment luw are amnestied

Plan of the reorganization of the Army, initiated by the 
Present government upon the basis of establishing a modern 
Organization within the present limits of the budget, and 
in conformity with the leasons learned during the last war. 


As will be understood by the details which follow, three 
independent Cavalry brigades are Oreated, which are Provided 
with the elements of mobilization necessary, armament and

Report #3153, May 9,1923. 
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The Exeoutiv2 Power presented a bill to the Chamber. 
of Deputies in its session of August 22,1525 outlining Argentine | 
Wilitary Policy and proposing tne reorganization of the army. 
This bill 18 swnmarized as follows: 


"POLICY 


"The Nation has latent energies more than sufficient to 
continue its traditional pacifist policy of real confraternity = i 
with all countries of the globe. This generous aspiration 
of our people, this policy of peace and concord, is that whioh 
guides today, as always, the Executive Power. But it cannot 
be an obstacle for the E.P. to devote attention necessary to 
the armed institutions of the country and make them efficient 
organisms, as unfortunately the hour has not arrived, and 
perhaps will not arrive for some time when ri,ht will be the 
best guarantee of the sovereignty of the liberty of nations. 


"Of the two projects which are submitted today to the 
consideration of Your Honor that entitled ® Constitution of the 
Argentine Army' tends towards a more appropriate distribution 
of resources and personnel which the country possesses, and 
will enable us to place the nation en masse on a war Looting, 
as would be required by a defensive war, for our intention 
is not to appeal to force to solve 4nternational questions, 
except in a case where this would be imposed for our own 
preservation, and we have the unbreakable resolution to resort 
to all the energi:s of which we are capable to assure it, and 
dn consequence it is neoessary for all Argentines able to 
handle arms to contribute, or to give their services for 
auxiliary purposes. 


"The other projeot "Personnel Law' tends to improve the 
cadres of the Army. 


"Profiting. by. experience gained in the World War, where it 
was demonstrated that for defensive purposes all the valid 
elements of a country must be resorted to, and therefore the 
time to be devoted to military service isp increased. In this 
way the organization and instruction of the personnel will be 
carried out by the same principles, and they will be under 
one direotion only, whereby homogeneousness will be achieved. ,

On May 15th in the course of the session of the: Chamber 
of Deputies the Military Organization of Argentina was disoussed | 
the following speech being made by Deputy Albarraofn. (Only 
a translated synopsis of same is given). 


"I present a project whereby the Chamber of Deputies | 
shall appoint a special oommittee oomprised of five deputies 
to study and present a bill providing laws for the military 
preparedness of the country. 

"In one of the recent sessions of the Chamber a vote 
of applause was made on the work of the Argentine Delegation 
to the Fifth Panameriocan Congress, for the Delegation had 
upheld the Argentine traditions in international affairs, and 
sustained the indisputable prinoiple of pacifism,whioch the 
Argentine Republio has always defended. Argentina had also 
followed the example of the United States and Europe in 
disoussing the matter freely and frankly in an open debate, 
allowing the press to take part in the debate. This, of | 
course,means also the people, who after all are those who 
suffer the consequences of the acts whioh are acoomplished at 
these conferences. 

"The Panamerioan Conference has finished its work, but in 
such a way that instead of bringing peace to our minds, as 
many had expected, has simply brought up a series of questions, 
whioh in our oountry at least has brought about a state of 
intranquillity, one might even say of stupor and amazement. 

"The Argentine people, silent and busy at their work 
absolutely untroubled by international questions, without 
forseeing any possible confliots, has heard the echo of the 
Santiago Conference like a warning sound. The difficulties 
encountered by the Argentine Delegation and the disillusions 
suffered when they worked hard for the reduction of land and 
naval armaments, attempting to bring about oconorete declarations 
and not only diplomatio vagaries. 

"Ag a true and.sad summary of the Chile Conference we 
find that the peoples of South Amerioa are to be left to their 
own efforts inasmuch as military preparedness is concerned. 

No doubt this is but the right of political sovereignty, but 
as in this oase it comes from a Congress of an international 
character it is much more imrortant. 

“What this really means is that armed peace in the 
states of the American continent is a fact. Armed peace which 
has hed suoh terrible consequences in Furope and which we 
did not wish under any oiroumstanoces in South Amerioa. 
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"Therefore it is better that we set our foetical conceptions 
of undsfended pexce to one side, and wonder if the Republic 
is even able to defend itself. 

"The fact that Brazil's organizaticn counts with 84,000 
men under arms, besides the state forces; her military and 
war industries are in a productive state, powder, steel and 
projectile factories in working order with numerous garrisons 
all over her territory. Further she has tremendous resources 
in men and material acoumulated on her frontiers; the railways 
are built from a hizhly strategic point of view, and lerge 
ee cf armaments and material of every kind have been 
mMmaaee : 

"I do not think that Brazil intenus to provoke a conflict 
with us, but at the same time I do think that Brazil attributes 
toomuch importance to the problem of internal unity of her 
territory, and the enormous lenzth of her coastline, which 
explains her attitude to some extent. 

"Nevartheless I do belicve thit Argentina should attend to 
her military preparedness. I propose thet by special law 
a Board for National Defense be constituted. This board should 
not only count with the cooperation of the technical experts of 
the Ministry of War and Marine, but the people should also be- 
come intimately connected with military institutions. Heads of 
industries, businesses, statesmen and politicians, and in fact 
all the people should contribute to their country's military 
preparation, 

"It 148 a very common mistake in South America to think that 
military preparedness is only in the hands of soldiers. The 
Army should be seconded by all the vital forces of the country. 
The experience of the World War only demonstrated these facts 
too clearly, and we are partioularly vulnerable,for even powder, 
lena is the bread of the armies, must today be purohased in 

ope. 

"I suggest that the country prepare serenely and methodioally 
the solution of these matters, not undertaking a feverish 
purchasing of arms Oampaign at any price and of any quality. 

"The Argentine Republic has always solved her oonfliocts by 
means of arbitration, making this gaorifioe for peace and con- 
oord with her sisters of the South American Continent. We have 
always lost territory through these arbitrations. Our boundaries 
are now definitely fixed, and no conflict seems possible exoept 
as the outoome of armed peace. * 


Report #3159, May 24,1933. 
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The Annual Report of the Ministry of War begins with a general 
resum§ of the position of the Army, setting forth with entire 
frankness what the army needs 4n order to be an efficient 
4netrument for national defense. 

Up to the present the chief cause for deficienoes has been 
1 aok of funds. 

The first oondition for its efficiency is that i+ must not 
pe used for political pur poud3. 

Armies are not {improvised and the Minister says that muoh 


off, as it does, all possibility of a future oarcer: 
Organic Law 4707 will also be modifica, for it no longer 
4nsures the cooperation of all able citizens for national 
defense. 

During the ourrent year the Exeoutive Power was obliged to 
gonvoke 5,000 consoripts more than last year, although there is 
no budget law,and it 4a quite 4mpossible to wait for Congress 
to sanction the pudget before oalling up the consoripts. 

There ie urgent need for renewal of war material. Arms 4n use 

n 1914 are now put ohildren's toys. 

Since 1911, not 4 gingle appropriation has been made for the 
purohase of armament, and sindce 1913 not a grain of power or 
weapon for the army has entered the oountry: 

In thirteen years the material has aged as much as if a century 
had passed, and not only 4a it antiquated, but 4t is notoriously 
inferior to that possessed by other Scuth Amerioan countries. 

The use of poisonous gases 1s barred by conventions, yot it 
4s @ possibility and nobody oan be sure that the enemy will not 
make use of it. Yet in the Argentine arsenals there 4m not & 
single mask on hand. 

In view of the size of Argentina's territory, the decent raliza- 
tion of the army gervioes is absolutely necessary, and this 
will be undertaken; also & new system will be introduced for 
yeoruiting of Wagimilados". 

Conoerning the construction of barracks, the Ministers says 
that the present system of inoluding & emall sum annually to 
puild a number of barracks simultaneously 4a unsatisfactory, 
and at the present rate it will be at least ten years pefore 
any are finished. 

Finally a now Code of Military Justice will be compiled, the 
present one is quite out of date and many of its provisions 
unsuitable.

"The plans referring to the reorganization of Argentina's 
military power merit the greatest support of publio opinion 
4n view of the failure of the healthy tondencies towards a 
convention for the limitation of armaments to consolidate the 
Yrank harmony reigning in South America. 


"after this failure, the country remained pending on the 
resolutions which the Government might adopt taking into 
account the feverish activities of some of our neighbors,who 
pledge and exhaust their resources and their oredit, in, order 
to achieve a military prepondernace, which surpasses the limits 
of simple defensive foresight, and inspires suspicions, in 
spite of the traditional fraternity which will soon be secular. 


Binding Margin. 


“Under such ocircumstanoes, the plan to reorganize our 
army, providing material necessary for an efficient defense 
and also barracks and other constructions indispensable, means 
a mational aspiration; the atmosphere is favorable and it is 
well to encourage it, as Congress will, without prejudice of 
amending possible errors and lack of foresight and correcting 
deficiencies, sometimes inevitable. On the basis of a prudent 
solution to the military problem the matter should be approach- 
ed, without, however, Pledging the States’ finances unduly. 


“The fundamental premise to be observed is that no huge 
programmes costing millions to exeoute must be considered. As 
the message of the Exeoutive Power is of a confidential nature 
it is impossible to know what the proposed purchases of war 
material cover. 


"The programme for military constructions, in spite of 
the large sum of money needed to fulfill it, does not satisfy 
altogether the needs of-the army. The first noticeable 
defect comes from the error of basing the projeot on the present 
more or less without taking into consid:ration the successive 
enlargements which will take place in the lengthy period of 
paying off the 120 millions cost. In order not to enter into 
greater details, we shall only mention the limitation to five 
divisions of the army and three divisionary guartermaster 
departments.

departments) as well. Hence having only three it would be 
necessary to improvise two at the oritical moment. 


"The places assi¢nad for the building of barracks and 
military oonstructions are not faultless as often pointed out 
previously by this paper. For instance, the independent Cavalry 
division which should be staticn on the littoral would lack 
barracks in the zone, their front micht be ,in p@meral,the line 
from Monte Caseros to Posadas. 


"Of the fcur cavalry barracks planned in Kesopotemia only 
three at Curuzu-Cuatfla are suitable. Those proposed at Concordia 
Gualeguay and Parana will hardly do for the divisionel Cavalry. 
Perhaps, though, it is thought that the action of Cavalry is 
finished here as well as in Europe. This is agreat mistake. 


"Similar observations could be made on the Pluce selected 
for barracks for horse artillery in Villa Meroedes(San Luis) and 
in Goya (Covelentes). 


"It 4s to be observed that as only one independent cavalry 
division in that sector has been assigned, it is totally bereft 
of any immediate means of defense. To prove this we have only . 
to mention the good example given by our neighbors of the north- 
east, who since last year have converted the old independent 
brigade stationed in Rio Grande del Sur into three independent 
Cavalry divisions which are near the Argentine and Uruguayan 
frontiers. These divisions oan receive the cooperation of 
various oorps of mounted infantry, established at a short distane 
' from the Uruguay River, apart from the other war materials at the 
oommand of the neighboring states on the northeast frontier 
sector.

to protect national wealth or positicns of exceptional 
importance. 


"A rapid review of our principal frontier sectors is 
sufficient to place in evidence the lack of foresight which is 
evident in leaving large parte of the territory holding 
immense riches abandoned, and which could easily be seized 
by any invader. 


"Our independent cavalry divisions have not yet been 
organized and in the situation ohosen for the new barracks, 
there hardly figures one or two corps of independent oavalry 
at 80, 30 or more leagues from the nearest fronticr. 


“There ig no doubt that the Argentine frontier 1s totally 

. abandoned’ in the northeast and in the south. Brigades of 
flying cavalry should be oreated, duly completed with oorps 

of mounted infantry, batteries of horse artillery,eto. The 
barracks of which should be technically placed in the southern 
territorics to proteot them from a vancalistio attack. At 
least two divisions of independent oavalry oomplete, and on

tie English abandcn the River Plate, including -icntevideo, forever. 


Argentina's military forces were organized on May 25,1810. It 
was sufficient for tien to show their mettle for Spanish power 
to orumble. What is known ag "Wars of the Independence" are in 
particular the wars undertaken for the other peoples of America 
by Argentina in order to make them independznt of Spain. The 
"portehos" did not think only of themselves and the nearby pro- 
vinoes, they soujht the liberty of all the vice-royalty (Paraguay, 
Urucuay, patt of Eolivia and even Chile). In this, Argentina was 
well alvised, for if the Spanish beoame strcni; in neighboring 
states the "insursents™ would soon suffer, and a Spanish Army 
anywhere in America was a Common monsos. 

Argentina's triumph meant not only liberty for herself, but 
also for others. The revolution paving been victorious in 
Arg ntina, tne Provisional Government ‘Junta’ wished to place under 
4ts authority all the provinces of the vioe-royalty, but there 
were neither soldizrs, officers nor general available. Everything 
was improvised by ioreno and Belgrano. 


Campaicn in Upper Peru. 


General Antonio Gonzdlez Baloarce marohed to assist the 
rebels in Upper Peru, and after a defeat at Cotagaite, Ootober 
A7, 1610) he was victorious at Suipacha. After this, Upper Peru 
from Desacuadero (on Lake Titicaca) ‘was under the authority of the 
Government Junta at Buenos Aires. This triumph was not definite 
and in September 1815,after a march on Oruro, the Argentines 
su?fered a series of defeats. For the different cempaiens in 
Upper Peru Argentina raised armies first of 3,000 and later of 
4,000 men. Argentina was unable to keep Upper Peru, but its 
present territory was saved. Thus in 1815 and 1616 it was the 
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Erpeuece Jcnin- tion.

In Jsnuery LS1lL the vies-roy camo fro. Spain te the River 
Plate and gave ordew to the Junta to submit. On ites refusal 
the vice-roy declured war cn Buenos Aires and ordered the 
occupation of Colonia (Urusuay) by Vigodet. Generai Belrrano, 
who had returned frem Paracuay was appointed to direct the 
Campaion avainst the Spaniards in Urucuay. His army numbered 
about 4,000 men. Later,-the diffic:1t missicn civen to Belrrano 
was taken away from bin, and he was prosecuted for his unfortun- 
ate ocampaicn in Parucuay. General Rondeau wee aprointed 
commander-in-ochief, and with the Urusuayan, Artizas, Argentine 
and Uruguayan armes joined and besiered Hontevideo. The slece 
went on intermittently for about 3 years, and finally the 
surrender of Kcntevideo was the surrender of Spsnish povrer in 
the River Plate. 


Chilean Campairn. 


The United Provinoes of the River Plute----- that part which 
is today the Ar-sentine Republic----was frees from Spenisk power 
from the your 1B10, but as Mitre sald later "these provinces 
had within their flesh naile of steel". Argentina got rid of 
the steel nails easily enou~h----not so her neighbors. 

A revolution took place in Chile on Septembcr 18,1810. 

It was headed amongst others by an Argentine, and later assistance 
was asked from Argentina. A detachment headed. by Commander 
Baloarce orossed the Andcs in 1813, qnd after various battles, 

and a disaster at RNanoagua, the Argentine detachment covered 

the retreat of the Chilean emigrants to Mendoza. There General 
San Martin was waiting. San Martin is Argentina's Washington; 

his genius made him see that a Chilean-Argentine alliance would 
bring about the independence of all America. 

The political condition of the United Provinces did not 
permit of much being done. However, Pueyrredon, who was San 
‘artin's friend, helped him, and an Army was orgunized by 
December 1816 consistin:: of 4,500 men, 1,600 horses and many 
mules. This wes sufficient to liberate Chile with the assistance 
of its population. The difficulty was to get there. The crossing 
of the Andes is oonsidered an incomperably superior feat to 
Ponaparte's crossing of the Alps, by Argentine historians, and 
certainly is one of the most wonderful undertakings of the 
kind. San lisrtin not only liberated Chile, but also Peru and 
half South Americe, and going north he met Bolivar, who wes | 
conin;:; south, and together they terminated the work begun by 
the orossing of the Andes. —

For over fifty years oivil wars went on in 4x sentina; 

the provinces foutht within themselves, one atainst the other, 
several against the so-called national ;overnuent, like 
battles of the blind, in fact, hundreds of thase battles took 
place and their only exouse was ta:t the nation, as such, did 
not exist. The charaocteristios of these battles were: soldiers 
by force, incorporation of defeated soldiers into the victorious 
army, or else beheadinir the defeated, much individual bravery, 
but couplets absence of art in ccmbination of energy in advances, 
frequent defections, predcisinance of cavalry in effectives, 
tactical surprises brousht about by the prasence of only one 
battalion of infantry,etec. n 

‘Then there were wars uguinst tne Indiuns, their justificatio 
being that @ pomul.:tion hus a right to unexploited territory 
Which it needs, and a superior social formation must fatally 
absorb an inferior one when the latter is no ood and in the way. 
Today the interohan re of products and law of common universal 
education, and oblizatory military service law have developed 
the sentiment of unity of the oountry.

War with Brazil. 


Vhaen Brazil separated from Portugal, Urusuay beoawe a part 
of the brazilian Bnpire. But its domination over Uruguay was 
@lways considersd us temporary in Montevidso. Hense the work 
of reagmption begun by the 33 Uruzsuayan patriots did not surprise 
anyone, and on Auzsust 28, 1925 the Chamber of Representatives 
deoréed its union with the other Argentine provinces, and the 
Argentine Government decided to protect tia Uruguayan revolution. 
The Argentine Congress in its turn deélared the Urusuayan 
Provinoes inoorpornted once more into the River Plate Confedera- 


tion, and ordered the observation aruy Gtitioned in Kntre Rios 
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Euttle of Oblisado, Mov.27,1845.

fhe French and English Admivcals Laine’ and In-lefield 
whose nations were allied with the Unitarian Party avainst , 
tue tyrant Rozg.., formed a wixed squadron to seize the Parang 
River as they h.d done with tue Urusuay.

Puravueyan War. 


The Paraguayan tyrant, Solano Lopez, declared war on 
Brazil in 1864 due to Brazil's intervention in Uruguay and 
S130 bedause Parayuay had boundary questions with Erazil. 
Lopez believed himself to be the Napoleon of America. On 
January 14,1865 he asked pevmission of the Argentine Govern- 
nent for .is troops to oross the province of Corrientes to 
attuck Brazil from there. This permission was denied by a 
note dated February 9th, wherein Arwentina declared herself 
neutral. Thereupon Puractuay declared war on Argentina on 
saror: 5,1865 whioh was lummediately followed by the invasion of 
Corrientes. Lopez't military superiority was unquestionable 
at that time. Great was the indignation in Buenos Aires when 
it wos known that an aggression hid taken Place, and on lay 
1st,1865 the triple alliance was sizned by Argentina, Brazil 
and Uruguay. Art. 1° of this treaty read: "The Oriental 
Republic of Uruguay, His Majesty the Emperor of Brazil and 
the Argentine Republio are united in an offensive and defensive 
allianoe in the war provoked by the Pariumuayan Government". 

The Argentine Army against Paraguay was ocnposed of 
$8 battalions of 4 or 6 companies, 6 regiments of Cavalry of 
6 squadrons each, 1 Paraguayan legion, 8 Brigades of Artillery 
with only $3 cannons, 1 battalion of sappers,etc. 

Besides the 84,300 men enraged in the Parusuayan War, 
about 7,000 were in the service guarding. the frontiers avainst 
the Indians and occupying the garrisons; es many more ware 
up in arms azainst toe National Governuent (1867) so that 
a population of 1,600,000 had 40,000 men in the service on 
or about 3.2 of the total. 

In the Paracuayan Army in the first line Meubers of the 
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costiy, becuu 2 t.2 Los.) Psctots Wire net on bev sila, possibly 
beeause show Ss not intorve ted in anni:iilstin. Para-usy for 
tons alvanta 3 of othivs, or becau-e "national unity" did not 
yet exist. 

Resides there was no military orcanizeation, only a 

eneral guch as -Gtr2 could galvanize tne men for a time. 

Hence the work of Armentine liberation is thanks to 
the country itself only, and furthermore Argentina obtained 
indexendence for otier ccuntries, demonstratins a tradition not 
only of justice and probity but also of generosity in interna 
ticnal politics. dArzontins never attempted tc seize strips of 
dominion---not even as the richts of victory. The need to 
establish the security of the country has never been converted 
into « desire to men.ce that of nelgubcring ones, to obtain 
supremacy, to exercise on or azainst them a material hegemony. 


_ Regarding the fcundation of the Arcentine Army itself, 
military instruotion sti.rted with the founding in 1810 of the 
‘School of Mathematics as a militsry academy. In 1864 Presi- 
dent Mitve issued a deoree sending 6 aspirants and midshipmen 
to France for instructicn, they bein sent first to the Escucla 
de Artes y Oficios, military section (Arts and Trades Scunool). 
This military section of the Arts and Trades School was the 
origin of the pressnt Military Colle--e. 


On the termination of the war with Purazuay, President 
Sarmiento, wko ocntinued the great work initiated by President 
fitrve, had the low of 1869 passed which autnorized the Executive 
Pover to establish a Military Colle:re. It was organized by 
deor:e dated June 23,1870, and the orivinal personnel were 
nearly all foreign-rs. 

Thanks to the Military Collage and the other sohools 
founded later: Firing Sonool, Engineers, Non-oommissioned Officers, 
and Superior Sohool of War the intellectuul level of the Argentine 
Arny has risen accordingly. 


Regarding arms, after the Par:.cuayan War,in 1870, the 
Arventine Minister in Rio de Janeiro was ordered to purchase 
thereat 6,000 rifles, 4,000 carbines and 4,000 sabers. 

Unifcrms in Argentina were but an imitation of German and 
French ones until recently. But the idea of a national uniform 
hes now been conceived. 


It is cnly in the last 40 yo@ys that. Arcentina hes 
"professional soldiers". uch has been said of the influence 
in the Argentine Army of the "German School." It is not to 
Revort ¢ « 
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It wos in 1878 under Samitentc's Ovesidemey thas the first 
reel nutionsl recruitment low was voted, and compulsory military 
service wus instituted, and it wis durins tie Presidency of 
General Roca in 1895 that Law $318 estublishing oblimatory 
military service for GO days, when war wit Chile tock plsece that 
it was put into oeffeot. Law 35868 passed Usy 3,1898 which 
authorized (in preparation of an international conflict) the 
Executive Power to keep the ccntinisent in the service for one 
year, und to call up the Waticnal Guard for thre2 months. 


On August 23,1923 the Executive Po. er presented a bill to 
the Chamber of Derputi-s outlinin; Argentina's present military 
policy and propesing the reorganization of the army. This 
bill 18 swmarized as fcllows: 


"The Nation has latent enersics wore than sufficient to 
continue its truditional pacifist policy of real confraternity 
with all countries of the globe. This generous aspiration of 
our people, this policy of peace and concord, is that which 
cuides today, as always, the Executive Power. But it cannot 
be an obstacle for tie LE.P. to devote attontion necessary to 
the armed institutions of the oountry and make them efficient 
organisns, as unfortunetely the hour has not arrived and perhaps 
will not-arrive for some time when ri;:ht will be the best 
guarantee of the soverei:;nty of the liberty of nutions. 


"Of the two projects which are submitted today to the 
consideration of Your Honor that entitled 'Constitution of 
the Argentine Army! tends towards a more appropriate distribution 
of resources and personnel which the country possesses, and 
will enable us to place the nation en masse on a war footing, 
as would be required by a defensive war, for our intention is 
not to appecl to force tc solve internationsl questions, except 
in a oase where this would be im.osed for our own preservation, 
and we heve the unbreakable resolution to resort to all the 
energies of which we are capable to assure it, and in consequence 
it is necessary for all Argentines able to handle arms to 
contribute, or to give thair services for auxiliary purposes." 
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Arventina'ts Atlantic ae board is ab ut 2509 kilomatars, 
out most cf tnis is alon> the arid waste of Patagonia. 


The Uru-uay River forma about 1290 kilometers of bcundary 
between Uruguay and Brazil. This, an@d alon-: the River Pinte 
are consider-d the most vulnerable sections of Ar. -entina both 
from a2 geocrarhio and economic view, and is where the bulk of 
troops are concentrated. There are no boundsry or other 
questions pending with Brazil; but as te Uruuay, a friendly 
international c: mmission is arranjin~ the soverci~nty of oertain 
islands on tle Uru-uay River. Arcentina has the rreatest 
contempt and intolerance for Brazil, and as a result of the 
failure of the disarmament questicn at the V Pan-Amerioan 
Conference at Santixzo, Chile, 1523, bes caused both countries 
to increace their military and nival activities. Urur~uay acts 
as a buffer st: *e between these peoples. 


About 1600 kilometers oB8 bouncary separates Arsentina 
from Par: suay and Bolivia. There are boundory questions with 
both countries awakened after a lon lap e of time, after 
apparently none seemed to exist, and ars due to tiie probabilities 
of oil along the frontiers. This quection at any time may 
Cause Argentine to very its wilitary policy. 


Regardin: Arsentina's intarnel policy, great tracts of 
land are uninhabited. About 60% of the population lives in 
the cities, and 380% in Buenos Aires. ore than half of the 
country ons a real density of less than one inhabitant per 
Bq. km., and tie whole of Patasonia from tha Colorado River 
to the South (about 800,000 sq. kilometers~) hus a population 
of only 100,000 inhabitants or a density of only 0.13. 


This has led the Executive to take an saoute interest in 
the raising of a zendarmeria of about 10,000 wen to encourare 
and facilitate oolonization, not only hers but in other 
sparsely settled sections.

Reserve of the Army of the Lins. 


This ocnsists of the nine following classes, ani those 
of the youngest olass (30 yeurs of ace) who are not inoorporated 
in the Pavmanent Army. Service having bean oompleted in the 
Permanoant army by the oonscrixts and volunte2rs, they cro to 
constitutes its rese-ve; one pert is allott+i to companies, 
squadrons and batteri:s of those units to brin;s them to a war 
footing, und the rest to the other mobilizaticn units, which 
with the Permanent units oonstitute the total of the Army of 
the Line. 


The citizens who form the ress‘ve of the Permansnt Army 
art oblimed to incorporate themselves in their respective units 
in oase of mobilization, or oal1 of their olass, ordered by the 
Executive.

Officers and non-commissioned officers of the recerve of 
the Permanent Army .i11 pass with their grades of rank to the 
National Guard, when by age they csace to balong to that reserve. 
They cannot be obliged to serve in the National Guard with a 
grade inferior to that whicn they hud in the reserve, except when 
they way have lost it throuvn military pbnishment, but if they 
refuse to serve in the National Guard with their grades, they 
will aprear and se. ve in it simply as soldiers. 


Retirad officers of the Permanent Army who may be f£1% for 
service are authorized to accept employment in their own or 
nicther grades in the Naticnal Cuard, but this cannot give tham the 
right to emoluments frem the Nation other then the pension which 
they enjoy, nor excest them from the obligations of tnose on the 
retired list, who form a part of the section of the reserve cadre. 


Citizens who constitute the National Cuard are oblivzea | 
durine the ten years that they form part of it to h.ve 4 periods 
instruotion of a maximum duration of 15 days ech, as the Exeoutiv 
may presoribe. 

For this purpose the Nationyl Governmsnt will lend all its 
assistance to the Provincial Governments. 

The Provincial Governments wibl appoint an inspector 
gemeval of militia in char e¢ of the jmmediate dir -ction of the 
instrvuotion of the National Guard ane the Territorial Guard. 

The Inspector will be obliged to report te the Minister of War, 
upon the vesult of enroliment, organization of units, the 
appointment of officers, the status and results of instruction, 
etc. 

Tha “Maticnal Executive will determine the manner of provid- 
in. armament, clothins and focd for the National Guard aspen 
called Yor periods of instruction. 
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The recruiting, cvades of rank and rromoticn of the 
officer ocrps of tre vecorvs of tue Permanent Army ars the same 
as the Organic Lavs of the frmy. 


N.0.0.'o of the Permanent Army. 
The reoruitnent, srad:s of rank and yromoticn of the non- 
commissloned officers of the Army of tne Line and its reserve, 
are prevorib-d by the Orranio Luws of the Army. 


Volunteers. 


Thee will be in she Permanent Army, 5000 volunteer 
soldiers as a minimum ,with and witout bounty. 

The age of first admission of voluntsers is frcm 16 to 30 
in the secnools, and 17 to 50 in the Army, except orphans under 
bensfleent cure who can be received wien they are 14. 

The period of tue volunteer contract of whatever olass 
Will be frem 1 to S years, successive reinlistment of equal 
beriogs ti’l coupletin: 35 years of service, or attaining 50 
yeers of age althourch the Executive may extend the ave limit to 
S50. 

In cae of war, citizens who are not alrecdy attzohed to 
the services, can voluntarily join for the duration of the 
Canpai.n. 

~oreover the military pevsonnel of the renerve, the 
National Guard and the Territorial Guard not mobilized oan 
contract for sctive service in treir grades with or without 
bounty. 

The time strved as a volunteer in the Permanent Army 
ccunts as obligatory service, and when dischared at whatever 
age, after cne year of servioe, pass to the re erve of the Army 
ot the Line, to the National Guard or the Territorial Guord 
accordin;: to his age. 

After the annual drawing of the conscript olass, no 
cencorif¢t oan present himself as a volunteer while his obliza~ 
ticn to serve for one yaar lasts. 
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Shas £t oannet aindt of uslav, wukin: a rej.ont afterwards to ths 
Fadcral Cov 3rnusent. 


Every Argentine is obli.cted for ullitary service and 
instruction in accordance with the law. 

The oblicsticn for gervice is the yame for all and 1s for 
twenty-five (25) years. The youn;est class is drawn integrally, 
esch one bein= assigned his number. Those that have the hishest 
nunbers, gerve in the Navy. Those wiio have the twelve thousand 
(13,020) followin: numb+>" are inoorporated for cne (1) year in 
the Permanent Army. This number can be inereased if the 
appropriation permits it. 

About 75,000 youths ra.ch military acre(20)each yeur. 

No one oan serve in the army in a petmanent character, 
unless he is an Ar -entine citizen. 

Individuals wo before their incorporation or while they 
are beings incorporated receive judicial punishment which reveals 
notorious immorality, will, at the order of the Executive serve 
in disoiplinery units. 

Students of tne National facultic:, of normal schools, 
of national institutions or of high professional instruction oan 
apply to the Ministry of Var, three 3) months before they are 
19 years of ae, to beocme dandidates for reserv2 officers, and 
expressing the date cn widioh they desire to be oalled for a 
gervirze of three months, the ye .r bafore or within two (3) 
years aftér the oalling of his olass. 

After three months! service, they will teke an exanina- 
tion. Tus suocessful candidates pass to the reserve as licuten- 
ants or sublieutenents, according to their Gsssifioation. The 
unsucosssful ones will be subject to conscription. 

The oitizens of the 30 year Sclass(youngest) who are 
to serve for one yeor, and who demcnstrete on the firing ranze 
their efficiency will serve only a fourth of their ordinary time. 

Wd@litary service is by olasses. These are comiosed of 
citizene born between Junuery and Llecember S3lst of each yer. 
Service of sach olass counts from tl:e lst of January of the year 
followins the 20th birthday and lasts for 35 years, so thet it 
ends the 3lst of December of the yeur in which he bacomee 45 
years of ase. . 

Citizens who lesve the Army of the Line wien the arrive 
at 30 ysaars of azte---pass to form part of the National Guard 
in their respective provinces or territories. 

Citizens who lesve the National Guard when they arrive 
at 40 years of age----pass to form part of the Territorial Guard,

Ey the Constitution, the Faderal Covernmneni can intervens

will appoint. 


8. The presence of the Inspector Generel of the Army not being

Retirement. r 


The status of retirement apdlies to those officers who 
pass to the retired list in comgliance with law. Retirement 
is definite unu the officer can only return to Aotive Service 
in oase of wobilization of the Army and while it lasts, in 
acoordance with the status which the retired officers ocoupied 
in the Reserve, National Guard, or Territorial Guard. 
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General officers to the ase ef 70, and tie other 
officers for five years after they nave passed to the retired 
list, form a part of the reserve cadre. 


Voluntary Retirement. 


Sepafation from the permanent army is the right of all the 
military personnel of all gredee when they are not bound to the 
service by volunt2ry contracts in schools, troop units, military 
establishments or oblisations defined in regruiting. This 
separation takes the term "discharge" (baja) wien he 1s separated 
pefors the right of pension, and "yatiresent" after this right 
exists. 

For all the personnel officers and file, tue rivi.t of 
retirement pension being after 15 ysars service; but by the 
liquidation of the pension, are added to these years fisld 
service or double service classified as field service. Tae 
approval of dischar e or retiremant is obli utcry exoert in time 
of war, or in a state of sie--e. 


hs duinistration Ketirement. 


Officers are compulsorily retired wuctever may be their 
ate, or years of service when they ure oconsidered for prowotion 
and not promoted. 

Retir ment for disability ids granted or is order2d to the 
wilitary personnel of any grade, whatever way be their service 
or ae, Whether by repeated or lons siokness, or ara invalids, 
and wi ht be dsolured unfit for uotive service, after a medical 
axawination. Officers and men retired or dlsonared (de baja 
pefore 45 years of aze, Form part, wito their grade, of the 
reserves of tne Army.

A reserve officer of the Army of the Line ocouples one of

b) In service temporarily.
